$125,000 Paid at 
Land Auction 


A total of $125,550 was paid at the 


auction in the Civic Hall on Saturday for 65 
residential fots in the Altona Meadows area. 


Average price paid was 
$1950 for blocks which 
were mainly 40‘ x 125! with 
roads and draihage being 
constructed and water avail- 
able, 

The land wos auctioned 
by Altona City ‘Council to 
wecover outstanding rates. 

Only one corner fot 
where biddina —_ reached 
$2,200 was poised in but 
later a sale was negotiated 
at $2,350, 

The other two corner lots 
reached the highest prices 
paid — $2,500. 

In Hook Street $1,800 
was refused for a block 
which went on to sell at 
$1850. 

Cheapest lots were in 
Victoria Street (a Govern- 
ment road) which: is expect- 
ed to have light industrial 
development on the eastern 
side. They sold from $1450 
to $1550. 

Land in North Avenue 
facing open = sjtace was 
generally aver $2,000. 

Prior to the auction Town 
Clerk, Mr. Jim ters, an- 
nounced Council would give 
every assistance to buyers 
who bought three or more 
Jots beside each other 
sand wished to subdivide into 
a smaller number of blocks 
with wider frontages. 

Thirteen buyers bought 32 
Jots mainly in groups of two 
or three, but one paid 
$10,000 for five blocks side 
by side. 

Housing permits will be 
issued but Mr. Waters said

Prices paid included con- 
struction costs of the road 
and drainage scheme aver- 
aging $875 for 40’ lots and 
about $1,900 for the corner 
iblocks.

At a recent ceremony at 
the company’s Altona plant, 
the ““Goodchemco Award”, a 
30" high gold cup, was pre- 
sented to the safety officer, 
William Bates, by Mr. Mar- 
vin W. Larson, Director, 
Manufacturing Engineering 
and Development, B. F. 
Goodrich Chemical Company 
International. in his speech 
Mr. Larson said: ‘‘Cleanli- 
ness and safety in a plant 
usually means efficiency in 
that plant. We believe this 
company’s plant at Altona is 
one of the cleanest, safest 
and most efficient plant 
anywhere, | have much 
pleasure in making the 





piratory conditions. 

Dr. Leyden said the mat- 
erials were highly reactive 
and were capable of causing 
respiratory symptoms of 
moderate severity in most 
people.

Grant then read min- 
utes of previous meetings 
when the pollution had been 
discussed. a“ » 

“I think that this particu- 
lar company has been caus- 
ing a nuisance for far too 
long.” he said. ‘‘I think if is 
to the company’s credit that 
it is going to spend a lot of 
money to overcome some 
problems, but I think also 
that it is time the Council 
took appropriate action.

ant — and we could have 
shown some weaknesses, but 
I think it is now time we put 
some muscle into it.

The cars covered over 
ten thousand miles on land 
and spent nine days on 
board ship. Of the 198 cars 
which started, only 54 com- 
pleted the race. 


For the marathon, a 
great deal of time and 
effort was spent in pre- 
paration, Mr, Gowland’s 
car, a Ford Falcon GTS, 
took four months to pre- 
pare at the Ford plant at 
Broadmeadows. {t was 
driven 1,000 miles and 
then stripped completely 
and aif parts checked 
thoroughly. As the car 
would be travelling at a 
steady 90 to 100 miles per 
hour, eight headlights were 
fitted. The doors were 
stripped of much weight and 
food and spare parts were 
stored in the doors. An 
emergency tojlet was even 
fitted in the back seot, 


Quantas air-freighted the 
cars and sealed cans of 
Melbourne water to Eng- 
land, 


Spare parts depots were 
spread across the world and 
serviced by a_ Friendship 
Fokker aircraft, BP laid out 
depots of 100 octane pet- 
rol along the route. Dunlop 
did the same planning con- 
cerning tyres. The Ford 
Falcon wore out ten sets 
of tyres during the race.

The new $42 million dol- 
lar bridge which will’ cross 
the Yarra River near Stony 
Creek is already under con- 
struction and will be com- 
pleted in 1971. The Wil- 
liamstown ferry will then go 
out of commission. 

In 1963 when the Brit- 
ennia sailed up the Yarra 
Her Majesty the Queen and 
the Duke of Edinburgh came 
up on deck just as the Royal 
Yacht sailed past the ferry 
and waved to the thousands 
of people watching from the 
river banks and to the Wil- 
liamstown VIP‘s who were 
on the ferry. 

The ferry on that occa- 
sion hid its shabbiness with 
gay bunting and flags. 

Last Sunday the Royal 
family appeared on deck 
again and delighted the 
watching crowds by waving 
to them. But apparently the 
ferry was in no mood for 
festivity and hordly 
bothered to hide her shabby 
paintwork from the Royal 
eyes, It's mot much use 
spending money on paint or 
flags when your days are al- 
ready numbered. 

Had Her Majesty used 
her binoculars she would 
have read that the ferry 
still gives fine service for q 
very small fee to those who 
have the time to wait. The 
toll list on one side of the 
engine room tells that it 
costs 5c for each foot pas~ 
senger, pig, lamb or goat. 

‘Had she wished she could 
have taken a one horse 
vehicle or a car across the 
river for 15¢. Mostly these 
days those who use it pre-~ 
fer to take their cars. 

The first settlers had to 
ford the river on horseback 
near the present ferry site 
which was called the ‘‘Step- 
ping Stones”. ~ 

In 1851, Mr. Amman,-a 
civil servant, suggested that 
a bridge be built over the 
Yarra at the site but noth- 
ing came of the idea, ~ 

But in 1857 Captain 
Ruffle commenced a ferry 
service at Newport by row- 
ing passengers across the 
river. 

The first steam ferry 
the “Connecting Link’ was 
launched on May 23, 1873, 
and the Williamstown 
Borough Council paid 1750

pipes, has flowed up the 
Yarra, 
at Yarraville and a casual 
match has set fire to ships 
like the ‘Euroa’, That is 
Pollution. 


In the western suburbs 
there is a non-descript 
stream called the 
Creek. There are 29 Stony 
Creeks in Victoria, but our 
Stony Creek is the dirtiest, 
rottenest and the biggest 
“no-hoper’”” stream of the 
lot becouse situated on its 
banks are the installations 
of ofl companies. Owing to 
this Government’s lack of 
supervision: and its inability 
to catch up with modern 
practices Stony Creek has 
been polluted for many 
years. 


The Yarra River is the 
most admirable stream in 
Australia because it gives 
Melbourne the purest water 
supply in the world—pro- 


vided that the water is 
taken from the upper 
reaches. If one used the 


water from below Colling- 
wood and in Melbourne one 
would die. The water should 
be captured above Warran- 
dyte. After the river tra- 
verses Collingwood it is so 
filled with trade wastes that 
it becomes foul. : 


In the early days, the 
Melbourne and Metropoli- 
tan Board of Works did an 
excellent job with its sew- 
erage systems; but it had to 
cater for only one million 
people. Now the population 
of Melbourne is 2.5 million, 
and with storm waters flush- 
ing the channels, raw sew- 
age comes through the 
drains, particularly in. Wil- 
liamstown. °

wonder members of the Op- 
position are prepared to 
pass it.

The 
Bill is a stop-gap measure. 
If it is good, it will work; 
but if it is not, some future 
correct it, People with noth- 
ing to do have suddenly 
discovered the subject of 
pollution and are getting on 
the band wagon, Williams- 
town has been putting up 
with pollution for years. If it 
has not been coming out of 
the smoke stacks of the 
Newport power house, it has 
been coming down the Stony 
Creek. 

Members of the Opposi- 
tion welcome this belated 
enthusiasm of the people of 
Brighton who who have just 
discovered that a pipeline 
will be constructed under 
Port Phillip Bay.
